Brother's tribute after quadbike tragedy

FRIENDS of an aspiring teacher killed in 
a quad bike accident in Australia have 
set up an online fundraising page to help 
her parents pay towards the expense of 
bringing her body back to England. 

Bryony Bonekyn ,21, who grew up in Nursery 
Street, Tottenham, died when the four-wheeled 
motorised off-road vehicle she was riding rolled 
on top of her as she hit water on a beach in 
Queensland on Saturday July 18. 

She had been scheduled to return home in a 
fortnight’s time, having spent six weeks in Sri 
Lanka as a volunteer at an elephant sanctuary 
before backpacking around Australia. 

A former pupil at Lancasterian Primary 
School, in King’s Road, Tottenham, where her 
mother taught, she went to Park View secondary 
school, in West Green Road, before doing her A- 
levels at Woodhouse Sixth Form College, in 
Finchley. Her ambition was to become a teacher 
and she was due to begin studying for an English 
literature degree at the University of Brighton 
in September. 

The Just Giving Page set up by friends initially 
set a target of £5,000 towards helping her parents 
repatriate their daughter’s body and pay towards 
the funeral costs, but more than £14,000 has so 
far been pledged. 

Paying tribute to his sister on Facebook, Ben 
Bonekyn,wrote: “The events have left a hole that 
will never be refilled. Rest in peace my beautiful 
little sister.” 

In a statement to the Advertiser, founder of the 
fundraising campaign Ashley Burrows said: 
“When we heard the news of her death, we were 


devastated and shocked and because the accident 
happened on the other side of the world, we also 
felt helpless. 

“Many of us have lived in the area for more 
than 25 years and watched our children grow up 
together, so we thought about how we could help 
her family get through this difficult time and 
came up with a fundraising campaign to ensure 
they had the funds to travel to Australia and 
bring her home without any financial difficulty.” 


She added: “We set up the page and the love 
for Bryony did the rest. 

“In 24 hours people who knew her, loved her or 
just wanted to help gave so generously that we 
doubled our target, but we are keeping the Just 
Giving page going as a tribute to her life and the 
wonderful things she achieved and hoped to do. 

“Her family are incredibly grateful to everyone 
for their support and we will all be there for them 
when they bring Bryony home.”

Hidden knives 
seized from 
hollowed-out 
tree in park 


GANGS have been hiding knives in a 
hollowed-out tree close to a children’s play 
area and outdoor basketball courts in a 
park, it has been revealed. 

The weapons were discovered concealed 
inside the tree at Ducketts Common, near 
Turnpike Lane, by police officers from the 
safer neighbourhood team, - and last week 
London’s deputy mayor for policing Stephen 
Greenhalgh was at the park with a detective 
from the Met Police’s specialist gangs unit as 
officers carried out another weapons sweep 
in which a kitchen knife was found. 

The special press call was also held to 
highlight the introduction of the new two 
strikes legislation which means repeat 
offenders caught carrying a knife for a 
second time face a mandatory six-month 
prison sentence.

A GARDEN centre bought by the 
council for hundreds of thousands of 
pounds is set to be turned into a 
school for children who have been 
permanently excluded. 

The new pupil referral unit on the 
site of the Orchardside Nurseries, in 
Bullsmoor Lane, Enfield, will cater 
for about 100 pupils aged between 11 
and 16 who are either at risk of being 
permanently excluded from school or 
have already been excluded. 

Two years ago the local authority 
paid £900,000 to buy the site - a deci¬ 
sion which was criticised by members 
of the Tory group on the council for 
being too high a price to pay. 

Planning permission for the pupil 
referral centre, which will cover 2,583 
square metres of land, was granted at 
a meeting of Enfield Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee last Tuesday. 

Despite objections from residents in 
the Forty Hall Conservation Area, that 
a school would see rush-hour traffic 
grind to a standstill along the road, 
officers recommended that planning 
permission be granted. 

In a report presented to councillors 
last week, the plan detailed that the 
site will have parking space for 28 
cars, two minibuses and service vehi¬ 
cles as well as 28 bicycles. 


The proposals state that outside 
of school hours, between 7am and 
6pm, the site would be used “by the 
wider community”. 

Although concerns about the impact 
on the conservation area were 
raised by residents in the course of 
a public consultation, a statement 
from Historic England gave the plans 
the thumbs-up. 

Its report, giving feedback on the 
plans, said: “The proposed scheme 
will arguably have a minimal impact 
on the significance of surrounding 
designated heritage assets due to the 
limited views into the site particularly 


from Capel Manor and the Pied Bull 
public house.” 

One of the matters raised by resi¬ 
dents who replied to the public con¬ 
sultation was: “How can a school for 
disruptive pupils be located next to a 
primary school?” 

The new school will be next door to 
Capel Manor Primary. 

However, a spokesman for the coun¬ 
cil, the education authority in charge 
of the school, has said that the tuition 
centre “works to effectively reinte¬ 
grate children into mainstream 
schools or provide an alternative edu¬ 
cational support setting”. 


Man accused of 
attacking police 
officer with knife 

A MAN charged with the attempted 
murder of a police officer in Enfield 
was remanded in custody when he 
appeared at Wood Green Crown 
Court on Monday. 

Femi Gbadamosi is accused of 
attacking the officer with a knife at 
an address in Leda Avenue, Enfield 
Highway on July 10. The 
25-year-old is also charged with 
possession of an offensive weapon. 

He was committed to Wood 
Green Crown Court after being 
remanded at a hearing at Highbury 
Magistrates’ Court on July 13. 

He is due back in court for a plea 
and case management hearing on 
October 1. 

Stabbing victim 
taken to hospital 

A MAN was taken to hospital by 
ambulance on Monday morning 
after being stabbed in the chest. 

Police were called to Hertford 
Road at 10.40am to reports of a 
man suffering from stab wounds. 

The victim, a man in his 20s, was 
taken to an east London hospital to 
be treated for a single stab wound 
to the chest. 

A man was arrested at the scene. 

He was taken to a north 
London hospital to be treated for 
minor injuries.

THE roar of cannons, the crackle of 
muskets, the clash of armour and the 
beating of drums thrilled spectators as 
Roundheads clashed with Cavaliers on 
Saturday in the spectacular surround¬ 
ings of Enfield’s Jacobean mansion, 
Forty Hall. 

The authentic depiction of a battle 
from the English Civil War was 
staged by Sir Marmaduke Rawdon’s 
Regiment of Foote - a re-enactment 
society which puts on historically 
accurate displays. 


The skirmishes between musketeers 
and pikemen performed by the cos¬ 
tumed participants brought alive a tur¬ 
bulent period of 17th-century history 
in which the country was split into 
those who supported King Charles I 
(Royalists) and those supported Parlia¬ 
ment (Parliamentarians). 

Sir Marmaduke, from whom the 
group takes its name, was a successful 
merchant, former MP and staunch 
Royalist, who raised his own foot troop 
and fled his mansion in Hoddesdon, 
Hertfordshire, to fight for the King. 

Hundreds of spectators enjoyed 
drill displays of pike and musket 


before watching a full-scale skirmish 
recreating the sounds, smells and 
drama of battle. 

Children were also able to have a go 
at a “kiddie drill”. 

The event, in the grounds of the 
mansion in Forty Hill, had been 
scheduled to include a military 
encampment on Sunday when the pub¬ 
lic could experience the life of a sol¬ 
dier, smell the woodsmoke of a 
campfire and watch food being 
cooked in 17th-century fashion, as 
well as try on and learn about the 
armour and weapons used, but heavy 
showers forced its cancellation.

ifiade for cycling 


Reporter Ruth McKee samples the 


delights of riding her bike in the rain 


In a spirit of generosity, the Adver¬ 
tiser's photographer did not snap this 
reporter as I made what must have 
been quite a spectacular plummet to 
the ground as I tried an ill-advised turn 
on a bricked pathway beside one of the 
locks, that, to be fair to the cycling 
team, was a little off-piste. 

Agreeing that maybe bringing my 
light and slight commuting steed to the 
park’s rugged byways was not the best 
of ideas, cycling development officer 
Matt Ewings recommended “a moun¬ 
tain bike, or a hybrid, or something 
with a slighter fatter tyre”. 

After my spectacular fall, his words 
of advice are duly noted. 

But why have dedicated cycle routes 
through the park? Surely, with the right 
kit and the right tyres, and possibly in 
my case the right protective padding, in 
theory nowhere is off limits to cyclists? 

“Well, we want to make the park 
more a destination for people,” Matt 
explained. “We want to get people to 
come in and enjoy our wide open 
spaces and that means making the park 
as accessible as possible for people to 
come and enjoy it.” 

And part of that accessibility drive 
means that cycling in the park is not 


limited to the hardy few who compete 
for space on the paths with families 
keener to walk or picnic - a dedicated 
space for biking families, novices and 
children on bikes will mean that every¬ 
one can jump on their bikes for a quick 
spin, Matt added. 

The ten routes, between Stratford 
and Stanstead Abbotts, range from 
concrete to “firm gravel” paths. 

“Along these routes - we have tried 
to make sure everything is there to 
allow people to have an enjoyable day 
out - so we’ve designed the routes to 
make sure there are enough rest stops, 
toilet facilities, cafes, and even free car 
parking,” said Matt. 

“Families can all get out on the paths 
together and they don’t need to worry 
about traffic or anything.” 

Even with a slightly disappointing 
August looming, the cycle routes that 
weave in and out of an expanse of 
green space on the edge of London that 
is often overlooked could be just the 
ticket for entertaining slightly stir crazy 
families over a damp summer break.

EVEN torrential rain could not dampen 
the spirits of a group of cyclists gath¬ 
ered at the Lee Valley White Water 
Centre to test out a series of cycle 
routes launched just in time for the tra¬ 
ditionally damp British summer. 

As the rain pelted down, the eager 
bikers, some better equipped for the 
soggy conditions than others, set off 
from the centre, in Waltham Cross, on 
one of the new routes through the Lee 
Valley Regional Park. 

With ten new routes launched across 
the flat expanse that runs alongside 
either side of the River Lea and Lee 
Navigation, those at the helm of pro¬ 
moting cycling in the park are hoping 
that families, young people and even 
novice cyclists will come in their 
droves to have a go. 

The park stretches for 26 miles from 
Stratford, in east London, all the way 
up to Stanstead Abbotts, in Hertford¬ 
shire, and although some of the routes 
beside the river descend into rocky 
paths, suitable for only the sturdiest of 
mountain bike tyres, as you reach the 
northern stretches the new cycling- 
specific routes are designed to be as 
accessible as possible. 

However, a word of warning for 
those cyclists who prize their slick- 
tyred road bikes - in pouring rain, on 
some of the smoother surfaces by the 
river, grippy tyres and slightly sturdier 
bikes are recommended.

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Arsonist gets 
life sentence 
for attack on 
family’s home

A MAN has been given an indeter¬ 
minate life sentence after being con¬ 
victed of setting fire to a home in 
Enfield Lock and endangering the 
lives of a couple and their children. 

Romano Smith, 46, from Waltham 
Abbey, was sentenced at Wood 
Green Crown Court on Monday for 
arson with intent to endanger life, 
with a minimum tariff of four-and-a- 
half years before he is considered 
for release. 

Sentencing came after Smith had 
pleaded guilty to the charge at an 
earlier hearing in June. 

On March 8 this year, a 25-year- 
old man, a 24-year-old woman and 
two children, aged one and five, 
escaped from their home in St 
Stephen’s Road after they were 
woken by smoke and flames coming 
from the front of the house where 


Smith had started a fire. With their 
way to the front door blocked by the 
blaze, the man and woman had to 
drop the two children from the first 
floor to neighbours waiting on the 
ground below before jumping to 
safety themselves. 

All four suffered smoke inhala¬ 
tion, with the 25-year-old father-of- 
two needing hospital treatment for 
several days. 

Smith had started the fire after a 
disagreement with the man over 
some work they had done together. 

The Crown Prosecution Service’s 
senior prosecutor for London Nicola 
Wood said: “This was a serious case 
of arson endangering the lives of 
four people, including two children 
under the age of six, which could 
have had tragic consequences. 

“At CPS London we are commit¬ 
ted to working with our police part¬ 
ners to tackle this type of crime and 
make the capital a safer place.”

She added: “I am also especially pleased 
about the rebuild of Chase Farm and look 
forward to a new, modern hospital providing 
high-quality healthcare for Enfield patients. 

“I leave knowing that we are already on 
the way towards achieving our vision of 
commissioning services that improve the 
health and wellbeing of Enfield residents.” 

Ms Wise’s new role will be as programme 
director for primary care for the Healthy 
London Partnership Programme, a 
collaborative project bringing together 32 
clinical commissioning groups in London 
and NHS England. 

Paul Jenkins, who has had a number of 
senior executive roles in the NHS and is 
currently with the Southwark Clinical 
Commissioning Group, will be taking over 
the post left vacant by Ms Wise’s departure.

Fatal knife attack:

THREE men charged with the murder of a model 
and teaching assistant will appear in the Old Bai¬ 
ley in October. 

Michael Adegbite, 28, from Chingford, died 
from a single stab wound to the chest in Lack- 
more Road, Bullsmoor, just after 7.30pm on Sun¬ 
day, July 19. 

Bystanders performed first aid and the London 
air ambulance arrived, but Mr Adegbite died at 
the scene. 

Zoe Cuson, the headteacher of the Heathcote 
School, in Chingford, where he had worked, said: 
“We were extremely saddened to hear about the 


death of Michael Adegbite. Our thoughts are 
with his family and friends at this time.” 

As well as working as a football coach and 
personal trainer at Leyton Leisure Centre, the 
sports science graduate was also doing some 
modelling work. 

Monel Ajayi, 18, of Waltham Cross, Issac 
Owen-Brady, 18, of Blossom Lane, Enfield, and 
Christopher Nzeh, from Hitchin, Hertfordshire, 
have been charged with murder and conspiracy 
to rob. 

Nzeh has also been charged with possession of 
an offensive weapon. 

They have been remanded in custody and are 
due to appear for a plea and case management 
hearing on October 12. 



Witnesses sought after station break-in 


TWO 24-year-old men arrested on 
suspicion of attempting to break into a 
cash machine in a train station in June 
were due to return on bail to a police 
station yesterday. 

The men were arrested by officers from 
British Transport Police on June 23 
on suspicion of burglary after a group of 
men tried to break into the safe of the cash 
point in the wall outside Enfield Chase 
train station, in Windmill Hill, Enfield, on 
June 15. 

Earlier this month, Network Rail bosses 
announced that they would be offering a 
reward of £1,000 to anyone who could pro¬ 
vide information that would help capture 
the six men British Transport Police 
believe stole into the station under the 
cover of darkness disguised as rail workers 


in orange high-visibility clothing. The 
would-be thieves then used boards to 
barricade themselves inside the foyer of the 
station hall while they tried to break into 
the safe with a range of power tools. 

The boards barring the entrance 
remained in place as rush hour dawned 
and while a few early commuters were able 
to break through into the station, 
many passengers were forced to find other 
means of getting to work as forensics teams 
cordoned off the station.

Heartless vandals 
target minibuses 

Slashed tyres leave autistic adults without transport

VANDALS slashed tyres and snapped off the 
wing mirrors of three minibuses used by adults 
with learning disabilities - leaving them dis¬ 
tressed after their horse-riding and picnicking 
outings had to be cancelled. 

The minibuses were parked in spaces leased by 
St Mark’s Social Education Services, which offers 
activities for people with learning difficulties. 

The damage - to 12 tyres and two wing mir¬ 
rors - was spotted when staff arrived at work to 
pick up the vehicles for the regular daily journeys 
to collect adults for the day. 

They got to the car park in Roman Way, Bush 
Hill Park, at 8am on Friday and believe 
the rampage took place overnight after 5pm 
on Thursday. 

The damaged tyres have been replaced. 

Elena Sideri-Costa, who manages the service, 
said: “It’s so distressing for the people who come 


here. We just wanted people to be aware of the 
impact of what’s happened.” 

She said that changes to routine upset the peo¬ 
ple who use the four centres - the one in Roman 
Way, plus others in Dryden Road, Millais Road, 
and Percival Road, also in Bush Hill Park. 

The minibuses are used to collect the 68 people 
who use them throughout the week. 

The vandalism meant that staff used their own 
cars to bring them to the centres, but the group 
outings had to be cancelled. 

Mrs Sideri-Costa added: “People with autism 
do not harm anybody, they are innocent people. 

“We have had neighbours come and knock on 
the door and say they are very distressed.” 

Service users and their families helped to raise 
funds to reach the £11,000 needed to buy one of 
the minibuses. 

Police are investigating the incident and have 
advised managers to prepare letters appealing for 
neighbours to come forward if they witnessed 
anything unusual.

Friends agree a Bounty-ful 
tribute to ex-lock keeper

A SECTION of the River Lee 
Navigation has been renamed in 
honour of a former lock keeper - to 
coincide with his 86th birthday. 

Picketts Lock, in Edmonton, has 
been given the new moniker of 
Alfie’s Lock, in honour of Alfie 
Saggs, who started work as the lock 
keeper in the 1980s and retired 
from the post in 1999. 

The Canal and River Trust, 
which looks after the lock, has 
put up a temporary sign at the 
request of Alfie’s family and the 
boating community. 

And a separate hand-painted 
notice also asks boaters to donate a 
Bounty chocolate bar to him in 
return for their safe passage. 

He is famed for his love of 
the sweet and gets through two 
dozen a week. 

The notice says: “In accordance 
with the British Waterways Act 
1839, every boat navigating this 
lock shall provide Alfie Saggs lock 
keeper with a Bounty bar placed in 
the box above. By order.” 

Alfie was a familiar sight 
helping boaters through the lock, 
off Picketts Lock Lane, from 7am 
before finishing his duties at 
about 8pm. 

He still lives in the lock house and 
is a popular character with people 
using the towpath and canal. 

His daughter Karen said: “His 
friend made a box for Bounty bars. 
That came about because he’s 
always had this catch phrase, ‘What 


have you got for me?’ and people 
would give him doughnuts or 
sweets. You should see how many 
Bounty bars he’s been given!” 

Friends and family gathered to 
celebrate the renaming and Alfie 
said: “It knocked me over with joy, 
it was the best day ever.” 

His brother David was lock 
keeper at Cheshunt and Alfie 
enjoyed visiting so much he was 
inspired to apply for a similar post. 

The former coal man and paper 
mill worker loves the canal - 
although Karen said he had never 
been on a canal boat throughout his 
33 years at the lock. 

One of his friends, boater Jacqui 
Shannon, who helped organise 
the sign unveiling and barbecue, 
said: “Alfie was utterly thrilled with 
the sign.” 

The Canal and River Trust tow- 
path ranger Dick Vincent said: 

“Alfie is a legend on our part of 
the Lee. His family told us he’s 
not been very well recently and 
asked if there was any way we could 
recognise his amazing contribution 
to the area.” 

He added: “Most people know 
this lock as Alfie’s Lock anyway, so 
it was a no-brainer. 

“It’s been really popular with 
boaters and everyone who turned 
out to celebrate Alfie’s birthday. 

“The sign is temporary. It’ll 
revert back to Picketts Lock in a 
month, but hopefully that’ll be 
plenty of time for people passing

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Women are minding 
their own business

A SCHEME launched to help women start 
their own businesses came to an end for another 
year last week, ushering in a new generation 
of entrepreneurs. 

Graduates of the 2015 RSA Trust Inspiring 
Women Programme celebrated with a lunch and 
presentation ceremony at the Royal Chace Hotel, 
in The Ridgeway, Enfield. 

Now in its eighth year, the programme, which 
is run by Enfield Enterprise, has helped more 
than 150 women to develop skills ranging from 
business planning, to use of social media. 

Among them is Maja Dimova-Handley, 39, of 
Chase Side, Enfield, who has been self- 
employed since 2009 when she first set up her 


company offering bespoke designs and materials 
for home furnishing. She was mentored by 
Enterprise Enfield and said the scheme had 
transformed her group to feel empowered and 
engaged with running a business and had helped 
her finally to make progress. 

“Meeting other women kept me driven and as 
a group of women, we were no longer isolated in 
trying to run a business,” she said. “Being able to 
rely on support has put everything into perspec¬ 
tive and I cannot recommend it highly enough”. 

Alan Sitkin, Enfield Council’s cabinet member

WHO'S GOT THE POWER?

I recently dealt with a dispute over the right to see an elderly mother. Joan (not her real name) had 
two children Peggy and Tom. Peggy was estranged from her mother and learnt that Joan was in a 
local authority care home suffering from dementia. When Peggy arrived at the home she was denied 
entry. The manager told her that Tom had written to them saying Peggy would try to remove Joan 
from the home and cause her upset by demanding money. 

When Peggy complained to Social Services about her treatment an officer asked Tom about his 
allegations. He withdrew them but said his mother would be upset by seeing Peggy and since he was 
Joan’s sole attorney under a lasting power of attorney he could decide who she could see. Using this 
information the care home continued to refuse Peggy seeing her mum. 

For over a year Peggy tried to reason with her brother but to no avail. She turned to Stennett & 
Stennett Solicitors for help. We wrote to Tom and the manager of the care home informing them the 
power of attorney could not prevent Peggy from having contact with her mother because it only 
covered property and financial affairs, and since Joan did not have a lasting power of attorney for 
health and welfare, they had no right to prevent Peggy from having contact. 

Unfortunately Joan had suffered a stroke by the time the care home accepted Peggy had a right to 
contact and Joan could not recognise her daughter when they met. The firm helped Peggy with a 
complaint to the Local Government Ombudsman. The Ombudsman found maladministration by the 
Council and ordered it to give a full written apology to Peggy and pay £5,000 in recognition of the 
distress it caused her. 

When planning for the future always consider making a lasting power of attorney to manage your 
health and welfare in addition to your property and financial affairs, especially when there are issues 
within the family.This makes it certain who can decide your care needs and what they can and cannot 
do.

Views canvassed on 
waste and recycling

RESIDENTS are being urged to take part in dis¬ 
cussions about a new plan to reduce the amount 
of waste which goes into landfill sites and to 
mprove recycling across north London. 

The North London Waste Plan will see seven 
neighbouring boroughs come together to identify 
new landfill and waste management sites, as well 
as outlining possible ways to reuse waste col¬ 
lected across areas including Enfield. 

Despite the arduous task of disposing of waste 
from 1.9 million people living across its catch¬ 
ment area, the North London Waste Authority is 
hoping to reduce the amount of rubbish it sends 
to landfill by 35 per cent by 2020. 

Alan Sitkin, Enfield Council’s cabinet member 
for economic regeneration and business develop¬ 
ment, urged Enfield businesses and residents to 
have their say. 

He said: “Local authorities have a statutory 
duty to prepare waste plans and it is crucial that 
we get as much public input as possible. This 
consultation is an initial opportunity for everyone 
to influence the process.” 

A drop-in sessionsfor Enfield residents will 
take place on Wednesday September 9 at Green 
Towers Community Centre, Plevna Road, 
Edmonton, between 6pm and 8pm.

Libraries shut for 
self-service work

FOUR of the borough’s libraries will close tem¬ 
porarily so the latest self-service technology can 
be installed. 

The automated service, which allows users to 
take out and return books on their own, has 
already been installed in 13 of the borough’s 
libraries, with those upgrades being carried out 
during normal closing hours. 

However, the final phase of the improvements 
beginning on Monday August 16 will require, 
Edmonton Green library, in South Mall, Oak- 
wood library, in Bramley Road, Winchmore Hill 
library, in Green Lanes, and Southgate Circus 
library, in High Street, to close for a short period 
as the work is completed. 

The schedule is as follows: 

Edmonton Green library - closed from Mon¬ 
day August 17 to Friday August 21 before 
reopening as normal from Saturday August 22; 
Oakwood library - closed from Monday August 
24 to Wednesday August 26 before reopening as 
normal from Thursday August 27; Winchmore 
Hill library - closed from Wednesday September 
2 to Friday September 4 before reopening as nor¬ 
mal from Saturday September 5; and Southgate 
Circus library - closed from Monday September 
7 to Wednesday September 9 before reopening as 
normal from Thursday September 10. 

“We have taken care to plan these works, only 
closing on days as necessary and using days 
when the libraries are not open to the public,” 
said Ayfer Orhan, Enfield Council’s cabinet 
member for education, children’s services and

protection. “We have also ensured that closures 
take place on days that do not have any special 
activity planned. 

“Self-service works well in the libraries where 
it is already installed,” she added. 

“Not only does it speed up the time it takes to 
check out items and prevent queues, but it also 
frees up time for staff to help users find books, 
deal with IT enquiries, advise on services and 
check stock.”

Beating the drums 
for new sixth-form

AFRICAN drumming, dance performances, 
songs from West End musicals and operatic 
excerpts reverberated through the assembly hall 
of a secondary school last Thursday 

The students at Aylward Academy, in Wind¬ 
mill Road, Edmonton, marked their annual 
Gladys Aylward Day in style, with the celebra¬ 
tion of the life of the woman after whom the 
school is named coinciding with the official 
opening of a new sixth-form centre. 

Patrick Robinson, director of community 
learning, said: “Gladys was a remarkable woman 
and the pupils at the school strive to share the 
same values as her. For example, because the stu¬ 
dents at the school understand how much she val¬ 
ued education, they have raised more than £2,000 
to help build a school in Ghana.” 

The academy was formed in 2010 when the 
former Aylward School was taken out of local 
authority control. 

The school kept the same name, due in part Mr 
Robinson said, to demand from the community to 
preserve the connection with the former Edmon¬ 
ton resident and Christian missionary in China. 

Born in Edmonton in 1902, Miss Aylward 
went to the then Silver Street school, not far from 
the current site of the academy. 

She fulfilled a lifelong ambition in 1930 when 
she set off to the Far East. After she had set up a 
home in China for orphaned children and wounded 
soldiers, the Japanese authorities put a bounty on 
her head as the second Sino-Japanese War was rag¬ 
ing. 

To avoid capture, she fled with nearly 100 chil-

dren across mountainous terrain and the Yellow 
River to reach the relative safety of Siam (Thai¬ 
land). 

Mr Robinson added: “One of the most important 
values the school tries to embody is inclusivity. 

“We hope that by doing things that celebrate the 
achievements of pupils and opening this out to the 
wider community, everyone can feel included.” 

Gesturing towards a recently unveiled sculp¬ 
ture of her by one of the school’s alumni, Gavin 
Keating, who is currently studying fine art at the 
University of Hertfordshire, Mr Robinson 
stressed that the day was about marking the 
achievements of all pupils who had succeeded in 
honouring Miss Aylward’s memory. 

The afternoon of celebration continued with a 
performance by year 9 dance students, a rendi¬ 
tion of Summertime, from the musical Porgy and 
Bess, by Eloise Larkin-Hinds and a performance 
of opera classic O Sole Mio by 19-year-old 
mezzo-soprano Giulia Laudano.

A SUMMER film festival showing evening 
movies outdoors on a giant screen is finally 
set to commence on Friday having had its 
launch postponed twice because of 
unseasonal weather.

Paddington, based on Paddington Bear, 
screened the following evening. 

And upcoming screenings in future 
weeks include Dirty Dancing, 21st Jump 
Street, Casablanca, The Theory of Every¬ 
thing, The Ring, Saturday Night Fever, 
Selma and My Big Fat Greek Wedding, 

“Unfortunately you just can’t predict the

“In the future we hope to reflect the multi¬ 
cultural make-up of the community by also 
showing Turkish movies and black and 
African films,” he added. 

Single tickets cost £5 booked online and

Tom in Cruise control 


Mission: Impossible - Rogue Nation 
(12A, 131 mins) 


C ALL it testosterone-fuelled reck¬ 
lessness, hubris or feeling the 
need... the need for speed, Tom 
Cruise certainly puts on a show in the fifth 
instalment of the Mission: 

Impossible franchise. 

He clings to the side of 
an airplane as it takes flight, 
slaloms at dizzying speed 
on a motorcycle and per¬ 
forms death-defying leaps 
as secret agent Ethan Hunt. 

The 53-year-old star per¬ 
forms most of these hair- 
raising stunts himself, 
allowing writer-director 
Christopher McQuarrie to 
capture every pulse-quick¬ 
ening second in thrilling 
close-up with minimum 
digital trickery. 

Cruise’s commitment to 
his role puts fellow action 
stars to shame - unlike the 
films of Stallone and 
Schwarzenegger, the script 
is devoid of wry one-liners 
to poke fun at his advanc¬ 
ing years. 

McQuarrie, Oscar-winning screenwriter 
of The Usual Suspects, bookmarks slam- 
bang action sequences with intentionally 
ambiguous exchanges between rival oper¬ 
atives, who acknowledge the futility of 
their efforts as pawns in the spy game. 
Their inevitable deaths will go unnoticed 


and fresh-faced young agents will 
step forward, continuing the brutal 
tug-of-war between political idealism and 
global terrorism. 

The film opens with the Impossible Mis¬ 
sions Force (IMF) hijacking a shipment of 
nerve gas from Chechen separatists. 


Soon after, CIA director Alan Hunley 
(Alec Baldwin) succeeds in shutting down 
IMF for a total disregard of protocol, which 
led to the destruction of the Kremlin in the 
previous film. 

The hunters become the hunted when 
a shadowy organisation known as the 
Syndicate, fronted by Solomon Lane 


(Sean Harris), targets IMF for extinction. 
Hunt covertly reunites with colleagues 
William Brandt (Jeremy Renner), 
Benji Dunn (Simon Pegg) and computer 
hacker Luther Stickell (Ving Rhames) 
to bring down The Syndicate using every 
gadget, disguise and turbo-charged 


vehicle at their disposal. 

The operation brings Hunt into close 
contact with undercover MI6 agent lisa 
Faust (Rebecca Ferguson) and her slip¬ 
pery handler (Simon McBurney), a sadis¬ 
tic henchman known as the Bone Doctor 
(Jens Hulten) and the unsuspecting British 
Prime Minister (Tom Hollander). 


“This may very well be our last mission,” 
Brandt tells Hunt. “Make it count.” 

Mission: Impossible - Rogue Nation is 
slickly bolted together by McQuarrie and 
editor Eddie Hamilton (Kick-Ass, Kings- 
man: The Secret Service).

Cruise somersaults, 
punches and tumbles 
through every frame 
without breaking sweat, 
while Pegg, who was 
pigeon-holed as comic 
relief in the previous instal¬ 
ment, steps up in a pivotal 
supporting role. 

Ferguson’s ice maiden 
doesn’t thaw sufficiently 
under Cruise’s smoulder¬ 
ing gaze to kindle on¬ 
screen chemistry, but 
her femme fatale snaps 
several limbs and necks in 
impressive hand-to-hand 
combat sequences. 

Humour is used spar¬ 
ingly to diffuse tension, 
leaving us hungry for another explosion of 
IMF antics to the pulsating rhythm of Lalo 
Schifrin’s iconic theme. 

On this evidence, Mission: Impossible 
and its gung-ho leading man won’t be 
self-destructing any time soon.

A happy choice for drivers

N EW from the ground up, the HR-V is 
Honda’s interpretation of an affordable yet 
premium compact SUV 

Tasked with battling with the likes of Nissan’s 
Qashqai and Mazda’s CX-3, the HR-V blends 
familiar Honda technology and versatility with 
bold design themes. 

And while the ‘compact’ term is being bandied 
around, like the Japanese firm’s hugely popular 
Jazz supermini, the HR-V is bigger than it looks. 
Boasting a spacious cabin, clever folding rear seats 
and an easily accessible load bay, it’s targeted 
firmly at families seeking an active yet upmarket 
lifestyle. 

Look hard enough and you can see elements of 
Honda’s existing Civic and CR-V models in the 
design of this HR-V This is a good thing, as it pro¬ 
motes a sense of corporate family values and the 
latest Honda design language is pleasingly bold 
for a once-conservative company. That said, many 
Hondas are bought on the strength of reputation, 
which centres around dependability and reliability. 
There’s certainly more than a sense of those attrib¬ 


utes in the HR-V 

Honda’s Jazz is a good demonstration of the 
supermini done right: spacious cabin, clever pack¬ 
aging and thoughtfully engineered details. The 
HR-V is no different, as it offers owners the same 
trick folding rear seats from the Jazz and a cabin 
large enough to accommodate a three-metre-long 
load. Elsewhere there’s more than enough odd- 
ment storage space, while head and legroom in the 
rear is easily a match for cars a class above. 

Although famous for cars like the NSX supercar 
and Civic Type-R hot hatch, Honda doesn’t forget 
its bread and butter models when it comes to dri¬ 
ver enjoyment. Weighty steering, good ride quality 
over a variety of road surfaces and a comprehen¬ 
sively adjustable driving position all help to ensure 
a HR-V driver will be a happy driver. 

Key to the car’s appeal are its two engines, a 
familiar 1.6-litre diesel and new 1.5-litre petrol 
unit. The former is mated to a slick six-speed man¬ 
ual gearbox, while the latter can also be had with a 
city-friendly CVT auto transmission. The diesel 
turns the HR-V into a great all-rounder, as it’s just 
at home on the highway as it is chugging along in 
the city. In petrol guise, the car is a good choice for 


predominately urban use and there’s no question¬ 
ing the CVT gearbox’s role as a labour-saving 
device for the morning commute. 

Honda doesn’t ‘do’ bargain basement, but the 
HR-V strikes a good balance if you’re after a pre¬ 
mium ambience for sensible money. Standard kit 
levels are high, with all bar the base model getting 
a flash-looking colour touchscreen as part of the 
infotainment system. Cabin build quality is well 
above average, while it’s hard to put a figure on 
Honda’s long-standing reliability reputation. 
Modest emissions and fuel consumption perfor¬ 
mance from both engines should also do wonders 
for your bank balance. 

Honda loyalists keen to move up from, say, a 
Jazz or even a Civic will no doubt be pleased by 
the arrival of a suitable lifestyle-focused crossover 
displaying familiar attributes and packing proven 
comfort and safety kit. Even if you’re not an espe¬ 
cially passionate Honda fan, it’s difficult not to be 
impressed by the car’s ability to offer above aver¬ 
age levels of space despite its compact footprint 
and keep a firm lid on running costs. The car’s 
Germanic build quality is also worthy of note, yet 
it’s not short of visual character.
